, Toitos-To, July 8.— A special cable from 
London to the Mail and Empire Bays : 
" At a strictly private conference to-day 
between the Colonial premiers and Mr. 
Chamberlain, secretary of state for the 
colonies, the' question of international 
trade was discussed at great length. 
Sir AVilfrid Laurier took a very strong 
atand against treaties with the favored 
nations clause, and Baid they must be 
changed so as not to affect the trade of 
colonies. In this contention Sir Wilfrid 
was supported by all the premiers. 

Mr. Chamberlain did not set) his way 
to interfering with existing treatries, 
as Great Britain had trading advantages 
with the German zollverein which slrj 
could not forgo. 

There does not appear to be any chance 
of either the Colonial Secretary or the 
premiers modifying their views on this 
question. 

MILLION DOLLAR CYCLONE. 

Wind and Water Create Havoc in Minnesota 
—Great Northern Freight Train 
Ditched. 

Duluth, July 8. — Fourteen people tire 
now known to have been killed in the 
cyclone and cloudbursts in this section 
of Minnesota on Tuesday and Wednes- 
day. The storm was general, and it is 
impossible to estimate about the damage. 
The cyclone, which centred near Glen- 
wood, was the worst that ever struck the 
Btate. 

The telegraph lineB are down for 75 
miles each side of Glen wood, and par- 
ticulars are hard to get. The dead at 
Glen wood, so far as known, number five, 
and two persons were probably fatally 
injured. The trainmen Bay a number of 
houses were blown from their founda- 
tions, and undoubtedly moro lives are 
lost. Eailroad traffic is paralyzed be- 
cause of the heavy fall of rain. Many 
trains ran into washouts before they bad 
any intimation of danger. 

A bad wreck on the Great Northern 
Railroad is reported about eight miles 
west of St. Cloud, twenty freight cars 
being ditched. One man was killed and 
one seriously injured. 

Hector, Minn., was under water about 
a foot and damage to tiie amount of $50,- 
000 has been done there. Straigiit river 
at Faribault rose 20 feet last night and 
to-day is within two feet of the danger 
line and still rising. A number of rail- 
road and wagon bridges have gone out. 
A freight train on the Chicago,' Milwau- 
kee & St. Paul was wrecked near Fari- 
bault and two of the crew were killed. 
Crope have been damaged and a large 
amount of live Btock killed. Reports of 
washouts, floods and cyclones are being 
received almost hourly. Every railroad 
in the slate has had some damage. The 
total damage will probably exceed 
$1,000,000. 

FREE SPEECH IN ENGLAND. 

How the Right is Abused to Incite Revolt 
in India. 

London, July 7. — Hindman, the Eng- 
lish Socialist leader, lias an article in 
the current issue of JiiBtieo, the Social- 
ist organ, on the subject o( the Indian 
riots. It is full of accusations against 
the government, is insulting to the Queen 
and concludes as follows : 

" Now, let us say plainly, as English- 
men who tiro utterly sick of the in- 
famous wrong and robbery being done in 
our name, who would gladly see the 
villains tried and hanged, from Lord 
George Hamilton, the secretary of state 
for India, upwards, who have created 
the famine and murdered natives by the 
millions, that if ever rebellion was justi- 
fied in the history of the world, it is 
justified in British India to-day. No 
more intolerable tyranny ever crushed 
and ruined a suffering people. 

"Thanks to the work of our fore- 
fathers, even a cabinet of reactionists 
cannot suppress justice or blow us Social 
Democratic Englishmen from guns with- 
out trial. The natives of India are quite 
right to revolt and organize for the de- 
struction of infamous rule, and the 
sooner their emancipation comes the 
hotter every Democrat and Socialist in 
the country will be pleased." 

A copy of this iBBUe of Justice is going 
to every native newspaper in India, in 
order that the natives may know that an 
active section of Englishmen wiBh them 
speedy deliverance from their oppres- 
sors.

TURKS ACT_J)EFIAN CLY 

And Russsia Urges the Powers to Take 
Prompt Measures to Conclude 
Terms of fence. 

London, July 7.— The Gi teco-Turkish 
affairs seem to be re-entering an inter- 
esting stage. The Porte dispatched a 
circular to its representatives abroad 
containing a skilful defence of the Turk- 
ish case and declining to consider any 
frontier line in Thessaly north of the 
river Penies, which it regards as itB 
natural boundary. On Monday the 
Sultan summoned a council of ministers 
for an extraordinary sitting to Yildiz 
kiosk, with the result that after a heat- 
ed discussion a report was drawn up in 
favor of resuming hostilities if peace 
Bhould not be concluded within a day. 

The Turks are rapidly strengthening 
their position in Thessaly. The ThesBa- 
lian harvest has already been reaped by 
the Turkish soldiers and large quanti- 
ties of grain have been Btored at Elas- 
sona. 

According to a report of a conversation 
between the Sultan and an officer of his 
household, Abdul Hamid complained 
that war had been forced upon him, and 
that when he was Victorious Europe re- 
fused him either territory or indemnity. 
Therefore he intended to resist to the 
utmost. 

Constantinople, July 7. — Russia has 
sent a circular note to tho powers sug- 
gesting that stepB be taken to expedite 
the conclusion of peace between Greece 
and Turkey. This action is regarded 
here aa of great importance, indicating 
that Russia desires to forestall a similar 
proposal upon the part of the other 
powers. Both the palace and the Turk- 
ish ministers were immediately in- 
formed of Russia's action. The German 
ambassador has received fresh and pro- 
cise instructions to insist upon Turkey's 
acceptance of the strategic frontier pro- 
posed by the powers. 

New York, July 7.— A special to the 
Herald from Corfu says: TlieTurks have 
occupied Kalabaka after a strong resis- 
tance on the partof theitihabitants. The 
Greek warships GeorgitiB and Eurotas 
have sailed suddenly for Santa Maria. 

THE IRISH PRISONERS. 

The Parnelllte Leader Says Their Condition 
Is Altogether Desperate. 

London, July 8. — Mr. John Redmond, 
M.P., the Parnellite leader, by special 
permission of the British government, 
paid a long visit on Jubilee clay to the 
Irish political prisoners in Portland pri- 
son. Throughout the day he stayed 
with them in their cells, and he tells the 
Associated PresB that some of the cases 
are desperate. Henry Wilson and Bur- 
ton, Mr. Redmond adda, are complete 
wrecks. They are permitted to be seat- 
ed whenever they like and are only 
lightly worked. "He fears they will 
die unless speedily released. Har- 
ragan is demented and if released 
will have to be restrained like 
Dr. Thomas Gallagher and Albert 
Whitehead. Altogether there are only 
live Irish political prisoners undergoing 
imprisonment. The ordinary convicts 
of Portland prison are mostly employed 
in the quarries and in the open air. 
The Irish political prisoners, however, 
are closely confined to indoor labor all 
the week, and are not allowed out ex- 
cept on Sundays. 

Mr. Redmond is in constant com- 
munication with the government in re- 
gard to the prisoners, and recently 
secured a Bpecial commission of London 
doctors to report on their cases. 



THE SEAL NEGOTIATIONS. 

British Government Alleged to Show More 
Disposition to Reopen the 
Question. 

London, July 8. — Conferences between 
the United States ambassador, Col. John 
Hay, and Mr. John W. Foster, United 
States commissioner, the Marquis of Sal- 
isbury and Sir Wilfrid Laurier, the 
Canadian Premier, on the question of 
Beal protection have resulted in the Brit- 
ish Prime Minister showing more dis- 
position to reopen the question than 
when the United States lirst questioned 
that this he done. Experts belonging 
to the foreign office are compiling evi- 
dence to sustain the British contention 
that the Paris agreement sufficiently 
protected the sealB. 

THE KING MAKES TRACKS. 

The Ruler of Benin Escapes From Pursuing 
British Troops— Several Fights 
and Many Killed. 

Lagos, British West Africa, July 8. — 
A body of troops in the employ of the 
British Niuer Company report having 
discovered and pursued the fugitive 
King of Benin. During the pursuit 
three towns were captured by the troops 
with severe loss to the natives. The 
King succeeded in escaping. The troops 
lost Lieutenant Fitzgerald and two men 
killed.

Ottawa, July 8.— It is learned that 
the object of Mr. Sifton's visit to Winni- 
peg was to induce Mr. Greenway to 
change the school regulations by which 
the number of pulpils to entitle schools 
to Catholic teachers should be reduced 
from 25 to 15. This was the only con- 
cession that the Papal ablegate asked ; 
otherwise he will report to Rome in 
favor of the settlement as agreed upon. 
Mr. Sifton wbb not successful in induc- 
ing Mr. Greenway to make the change. 

The commissioner of inland revenue 
was notified to-day of the seizure by one 
of the oflicerB of the department in the 
Province of Quebec of an illicit distillery 
with a fermenting capacity of 5,000 gal- 
lons, which if worked to the fall extent 
would be equal to 350 proof gallons per 
day, equivalent in duty to nearly $700) 
per day.

BURYING THE TALENTS. 

Sir Oliver Mowat to Be Retired From the 
Ministry and Mr. Fielding 
ObEcured. 

Toronto, July 8. — The Mail says Sir 
Oliver Mowat's contemplated retirement 
from the cabinet to take the Lieutenttnt- 
Governship will be the conclusion of a 
brief federal career which commenced 
with promises of vast reforms and ended 
with nothing attempted, nothing accom- 
plished. With his retirement thera 
will come another change of importance, 
the departure of Mr. Fielding from tb<> 
Finance department, which will be a de- 
cided improvement. All previous finance 
ministers have been strong men. Mr. 
Fielding has not been able to grasp the- 
financial details. Sir Richard Cart- 
wright enjoyed his incapacity and eaw 
in it an argument for the change which 
is impending.

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Sir Wilfrid Laurier Speaks of a 
Future Demand for Imperial 
Re presen tatiou. 

Mr. Chamberlain Intimates That No 
Change in Political Relations 
Is Yet Impending. 



Ambassador field's Observations on 
the Affection of Britons for 
Tli eir Queen. 



London, July 8.— This evening at the 
Hotel Cecil the Cordwainors' Company 
gave a banquet to the colonial premiere 
and their wives. Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
and Lady Laurier eat on the right and 
left respectively of the master of the 
Company, and covers were laid for 300 
guests. Mr. Wliitel&w Reid, in the 
course of his reply to the toast of the U. 
S. Ambassador, said that Americans in 
London nowadays have to pinch them- 
selves to keep from believing that they 
aro not all the time at home. (Laughter.) 
Referring to the events of the Jubilee 
week, he said that of all the wonderful 
Eights and Bugireetions of the Jubilee the 
supreme fact, most obvious and con- 
spicuous, was the profound and touching 
affection of the people of the United 
Kingdon for their Queen. He humor- 
ously pointed out to " our Australian 
friends," that the geographical centre of 
the United States will soon be San Fran- 
cisco, equally distant from the Atlantic 
and Honolulu. 

Mr. Chamberlain, toasting "The 
British Empire," said the Jubilee dis- 
plays of the army and navy were a guar- 
antee to the colonies that Great Britain 
would spend her all in their defence. If 
by no other ties, he continued, the colon- 
ies are bound to Great Britain by grati- 
ude for having been accorded 
free government. He pointed out 
the delicacy of the links bind- 
ing the colonies to England and 
added: "In their interests everything 
is being done to bind the colonies to 
that England unto which they belong; 
and we hope soon to see the federation 
of Australia, which of necessity must be 
followed by the federation of the South 
African colonies, which in turn would 
lead to the federation of the Umpire." 

Mr. Chamberlain, continuing, said: 
"I believe, however, that, 1 express the 
feeling of those well qualified to repre 
sent the self-governing colonies when I 
say they aie of the opinion that any 
change in the political relation between 
England and tier colonies would be a 
matter of vast importance and complex 
ity and involve such great constitutional 
changes that it ought at all times to be 
approached with delicacy and reserve. 
It would be retarded rather than has 
tened by any attempt to press it to a 
premature conclusion. 

" We hope that the colonies will take 
this mesRage from the bottom of all 
English hearts. We are prepared at 
any sacrifice to maintain intact their in- 
terests and honor and our own, and be 
lieve that the unity of the Empire is the 
hest guarantee of the integrity of the 
Empire." 

Premier Laurier replying, said Mr. 
Chamberlain had opened up the subject 
which more than any other is engaging 
the attention of the Empire. It iB of a 
character that must demand the atten- 
tion of thinking men. One thing is cer- 
tain, the colonies should either draw 
more closely together in the Umpire or 
should separate. The decision, the choice, 
does not lie altogether in the mouths of 
the colonies but rather in the mouths of 
the people of the motherland. When 
Canada has her strength, nothing else 
will satisfy hpr hut imperial represen- 
tation. If this thought be a dream, 
then it is a dream that should appeal to 
all men, and especially to all women." 

In responding to tbo toast " The army 
and navy," Colonel Herbert highly com- 
plimented the Canadian troops and ad- 
vocated the representation of the col- 
onial forces in Her Majesty's Imperial 
troops, so that they might be absolutely 
a part of the British army.

VANCOUVER. 

Vancouver, July 8.— M. P. Morris 
has been appointed consul-general of 
Chili for Canada.

The light sentence was clue 
to the fact that Townsend was partially 
irresponsible through drink when he 
committed the ollence. 

At the British Columbia Baptist Con- 
vention last evening after a lengthy dis- 
cussion it was decided, in view of the 
American Mission Board withdrawing 
their aid from the British Columbia 
missions, that a convention be organized 
for British Columbia. A committee of 
live was appointed to draw up a consti- 
tution, being composed of Rev. Messrs. 
McKwen and Stackhouse and Messrs. 
McMillan, Marchant and Vaughan. 

To-day the convention discussed plans 
for establishing a Baptist college in the 
province. The following officers were 
appointed: President, Rev. P. H. Mc- 
Kwen; vice-president, Rev. W. T. 
Stackhouse; secretary, C. II. Cogswell ; 
treasurer, \V. Marchant. 

WESTMINSTER. 

New Westminster, July 8.— The 
sockeye salmon have commenced enter- 
ing the Fraser, but in small numbers, 
and only a few cannerieB are yet pack- 
ing. On Tuesday morning one boat 
caught '250 salmon and delivered them 
into Ewen's cannery, whilst word was 
received here this morning that over 
1,000 fish were canirht in one of the 
traps at Point Roberts. Things, how- 
ever, will not be rushing until the begin- 
ning of next week. 

GRAND FORKS. 

The city council has decided to call 
for bids for the filling in of 'the slough 
at the head of Bridge street. It will 
require some 25,000 yards of dirt to fill 
the cavity, and will entail an outlay of 
$25,000. The council has also decided 
to build sidewalks on both sides of 
Bridge Btreet up to Main street, and on 
both sides of Riverside avenue, from 
Winnipeg avenue to Main street. This 
work will be started at once. 

GREENWOOD. 

The Greenwood fire department is 
now organized to fight fires should any 
occur in the town or vicinity. Ladders, 
axes, buckets and other requisites have 
been obtained and conveniently placed. 
A large alarm triangle is to be bung near 
the town pump house; a code of alarm 
signals has been agreed upon and the 
town divided into fire wards. A num- 
ber of the volunteer members have been 
aaBigned duty aa a hook and ladder com- 
pany and others <ib a bucket brigade. 

INDIA'S MISERY. 

Awlul Problem Formed by the Plague and 
Famine -British Rule is Not 
Endangered. 

Alameda, Cal., July 8.— Vadakunnu 
Deresgayam David, a native Indian mis- 
sionary, who is in California to attend 
the Christian Endeavor Convention, says 
that the present condition of India, 
plaizue and famine stricken as it is, is 
■worse than we can imagine. Rev. Mr. 
David is a Hindoo by birth, and for over 
15 years has travelled all over India and 
Ceylon holding missionary services. 

" The country alllicted by famine and 
plague," said he, "includes nearly one- 
fourth of all India. There are thousands 
and thousands of people in misery. 

" There are two or three causes for the 
present famine. In the first place, last 
season there was a drought for months. 
Then came heavy rains late in the year, 
and there was no chance for a crop. The 
land is overcrowded, even in good years, 
but in bad there is not enough foood for 
the thousands of peoplo. Then the gov- 
ernment destroyed plague- infected grain 
that the natives had Btored away by the 
ton. These facta are responsible for the 
shortage of the food supply of Northern 
India. The famine and plague together 
form an awful problem for the English 
government to deal with. They are 
making heroic efforts to cure, but 1 fear 
in vain. 

"I cannot see anything short of a 
divine miracle which will save Northern 
India in less than a year. If next Sep- 
tember the rains come at a proper time 
it will give a chance to plant crops, and 
it will do much to drive out the plague, 
but the famine will still be there. It 
will be several months now before there 
will bo any crops, and meanwhile the 
famine will go on and on. 

"There is no possibility of a native re- 
volt on account of plague or famine. 
The leaders among the natives know 
that British rule ia the best thing for all 
India, and there will be no second In- 
dian mutiny. England ia doing well 
by India. She is giving India the blees- 
ings of a Christian government. Then 
there are the immense benefits of great 
sanitary works and drainage canals, be- 
sides railroads.

Duck Ebbs. 

Tho duck eggs produced in this conn- 
try amount probably to less than one- 
half of 1 per cent of tho total egg pro- 
duction. Still, thero aro sold in the 
courso of tho season a grout many thou- 
sand duck eggs. Tho season is brief, 
lasting practicnlly only about two 
mouths, from March 1 to May 1, and 
tho larger proportion of tho eggs come 
in tho first 45 days of that period. 
Among tho wholesale egg dealers of 
Now York thero aro only thrco or four 
that handle duck eggs lurgoly. 

About two-thirds of the duck eggs 
brought to this market come from tho 
shores of Chesapeake bay, tho rest main- 
ly from Virginia and from New Orleans. 
Duck eggs sobl in tho west come more 
largely from tho south. Baltimoro eggs, 
which include eggs from along tho 
Chesapeake bay, are tho best. Such eggs 
bring at wholesale 5 to 8 cents a dozen 
more than eggs from farther south. 

At retail duck eggs sell for about 
twico as much as hens' eggs. Weight 
for weight they sell for about tho same, 
the duck eggs being so much larger. 
They aro used for the same purposes as 
bens' eggs. They aro bought mainly by 
people of foreign birth. 

There is a market for all tho duck 
eggs produced. — Now York Sun.

OUR FOOD PRODUCTS 

IN THE ORIENT. 

Vice-President Spauldiug, of the Paci- 
fic Meat Company, in an interview at 
Tacoma a few days ago, made this inter 
eating statement : 

The future great meat market of the 
Pacific Northwest lies beyond the Pa 
cilic. The. Chinese and Japanese are 
gradually developing an appetite for 
meats. We will have to wait but a year 
or two, I believe, to enjoy a good de 
irjand from those countries. The Asiat 
5cs will learn to like meat just as they 
have learned to like flour. 

It is not very easy to grasp the full 
fiignificance of this, and especially what 
it means to Canada aa a whole and Brit 
ish Columbia in particular. This Pro- 
vince has many millions of acres of the 
linest cattle ranges in the world and there 
is a vast region in the Northwest Territor- 
ies to supplement them. We can produce 
n very large portion of the meat which 
the Orient is likely to require 
for years to come. This muBt be 
s lipped in cold storage, which means 
the erection of extensive abattoirs 
aid cold storage plants in this Province, 
and a fleet of steamers with cold storage 
appliances on the Oriental route. But 
it means more than this to the Province, 
for the hides of the beeves would be 
worked up here into leather, thereby 
utilizing our great hemlock forests, and 
Klue and fertilizer factories would follow 
as a matter of course. If this meat trade 
develops, as Mr. Spaulding thinks it 
will, it meanB as much to British Colum- 
bia in the long run aa the gold mines. 

That the Orient will become a great 
consumer of our wheat is now settled be- 
yond all question. This means that up- 
wards of 400,000,000 people will be, to a 



and swamp lands, which if cleared and 
drained will grow wheat, but in these 
cases the cost of preparing for the crop, 
and the smallnees of the yield per acre, 
put them out of the sphere of competi- 
tion. There remain scattered acres of 
natural wheat lands yet unoccupied, but 
these will not more than Bupply the 
needs cf the increasing population and 
offset the diminishing product per acre 
of tho Middle West. Some competent 
authorities deny that they will do this. 
For these reasons it is very clear that the 
United States cannot supply the Orient 
with much of its wheat. 

In the meat trade tho United States 
can be a more formidable competitor, 
owing to the vast corn crop produced 
every year, and the possibility of in- 
creasing this. But Canada has better 
natural ranges, a more favorable climate 
on the whole for cattle, and some ad- 
vantages in the matter of transporta- 
tion. This country can hold its own in 
the export of cattle to the Orient. It 
can reasonably hope to divide the trade 
with its neighbors, if the business is 
handled systematically and intelli- 
gently. 

These matters are of course, peculiarly 
Bubjects for private enterprise ; neverthe- 
less the federal government can do some- 
tiling towards advancing them. We are 
at a disadvantage in not having anything 
abroad that can be called a Canadian 
consular system. On the other hand the 
United States consulB in Oriental parts 
send home monthly very valuable re- 
ports on trade questions, which are 
printed for public distribution. We 
suggest that Sir Wilfrid Laurier would 
be doing some practical work along the 
line of Imperial consolidation, if he could 
induce the British government to in- 
struct its consuls in China and Japan to 
investigate and make occasional reports 
to the Dominion government on the 
Oriental market for Canadian products. 



OUR PROVINCIAL NEIGHBORS. 

Some of the public men and news- 
papers of Great Britain having expressed 
satisfaction over the prospect of better 
times in the United States, quite a 
choruB has gone up from the press of 
the latter country to the effect that the 
improvement will not benefit British 
trade. It is not very easy to imagine 
anything more absurdly provincial. The 
United States is a large, prosperous and 
wealthy country. It has a foreign trade, 
that is, of exports and imports, of about 
$1,500,000,000 a year, the greater part of 
which is carried in British ships. There 
is enough British capital invested in the 
United States to yield $300,000,000 a 
year if all the investments paid per 
cent. The most of the trade which the 
United StateB does with other countries, 
except Great Britain, increases the im- 
portations of those countries from Great 
Britain and adds to the value of British 
investments in those countries. It is 
simply impossible for the United States 
to be prosperous without its prosperity 
being reflected upon Great Britain 

That men with sufficient intelligence 
to act as editors of leading newspapers 
should have such inadequate conceptions 
of the first principlo of commercial inter 
course between countries as to take the 
extraordinary position, which Bome of 
American papers have in this connection, 
is a matter of surprise, or would 
be if we had not had so 
many exhibitions of this kind of 
folly. It is not very long ago that tho 
advocates of McKinley's election to the 
presidency were urging as a reason why

If they should never con- 
sume more than one-twentieth as much 
per capita as the British people, the 
trade would be worth $100,000,000 a 
year. In the face of these astounding 
figures the most extravagant anticipa 
tions of the greatness of our future Ori 
entai commerce Beem justified. 

Canada's poBition in respect to this 
possible trade is commanding. We have 
advantages, in respect to geographical 
Hituation ; we have theenormouB advan- 
tages of possessing the greatest unocou- 
j)ied wheat-growing and cattle-raising 
area in the world. The competition of 

1 he United States may be quite serious at 
the outset, but it will not after a 
lime be greatly felt. That country has 
about reached the limit of its wheat pro- 
duction. Owing to favorable seasons 
t iere may be isolated years hereafter, as 
there have been during the hiBt decade, 
when the wheat crop increased very 
largely above the average; but this is 
not because a greater breadth of wheat 
is sown, for there is practically no more 
land suitable for wheat growing to be 
taken up. By this it is not meant that 
t here are not millions of acres in the 
"United States, not yet in tho hands of 
'farmers, that are fit or can be made fit 
to grow wheat. There is much of such 
laud, but of it 100,000,000 acres, or there- 
abouts, will not be available for cultiva- 
tion without irrigation, and wheat can- 
not be grown on irrigated lands and sold 
in competition with the product of the 
natural wheat fields of Canada, Argen- 
tine and elsewhere. There is in the 
fc.mtt.ern States a largo area of timbered

To be allowed to celebrate 
their national holiday, to display their 
national flag everywhere and assert their 
nationality in any way they see fit, is a 
privilege which British countries only 
permit foreigners to exerciee. 



Believing that when a man haB, or 
thinks he has, a grievance he should be 
allowed a reasonable opportunity of 
stating it, we print Mr. Peter Mo 
Lennaii'a letter, but not that Bigned 
"Fiat Justicia" accompanying it; for tho 
latter haa no conceivable hearing upon 
tho case, as far as we are able to dis- 
cover.

The hearing of the appeal in Koksilah 
v. the Queen occupied the attention of 
the full court yesterday. Defendants 
(appellants) wish to be allowed to bring 
an appeal against the decision of Mr. 
Justice Walkem allowing plaintiffs some 
$11,000 for breach of contract. The 
respondents claim on the other hand 
that application to appeal was not made 
within the time prescribed for such 
application. Mr. Gordon Hunter and 
Mr, Herbert E. A. Robertson for appel- 
lants ; Mr. E. P. Davis, Q. C, and Mr. 
P. yE. Irving for respondents. 

Ir is now upwards of four months 
since Thomas Aitkensof Sooke, was im- 
prisoned for the shooting of his father- 
in-law, George Brown of Beechy bay, 
and as yet the young man has had no 
opportunity of facing the charge against 
him in the courts, nor yet of securing 
his release on bail. His friends are now 
expressing themselves very freely on the 
apparent injustice of the proceeding,

Aitkcns claims that the shoot- 
ing was in self-defence. 

The steamer Maude returned yester- 
day morning from Texada bringing en- 
couraging news from the Victoria-Tex- 
ada Company's mine on that island. 
Two hundred sacks of rich ore from the 
free sold ledge also came down on the 
steamer, and eight tons of the shipment 
was yesterday run through Mr. Cowell's 
stamp mill in this city. The Maude lay 
alongside the bluiT at Texada, ran her 
gang plank into the tunnel and loaded 
the 200 sacks of ore in exactly 30 min- 
utes. But while this alone speaks for 
the shipping facilities, the manager of 
the mine reports that the tunnel is with- 
in a few feet of the junction with the 
free gold ledge, that the face of the tun- 
nel is in the same class of ore aB that 
from which the marvellously rich speci- 
mens have been taken ; and that men 
are still taking out ore from the gold 
workings. 

A. VY. Smith, M. P. P. for Lillooet, 
who is now in town, states that the 
weather in his district has been so fav- 
orable that the crops are in splendid 
shape. In fact while the coast has had 
rather a dry time of it, Lillooet has had 
more rain this season than in the ten 
previous years. Then, too, Mr. Smith 
says, mining is having a great impetus 
in Lillooet. The Golden Cache mill, the 
company expect, will be ready for work 
early in August, as the mason work of 
the foundations is complete, and the 
superstructure will be put up at once. 
.Some excellent finds of quartz have been 
made on the south fork of Bridge river, 
and at Jacks Landing also, all free mill- 
ing gold quartz. On the Big Horn, 
Cayoosh creek, eight miles from the 
Golden Cache, there has been a new 
find, that has since been purchased by 
Mr. Douglas, of Vancnuvei, and associ- 
ates, who consider that they have a 
splendid property. There are many 
prospectors out through the hills, and 
altogether theoutlook is most promising.

Notwithstanding the apparent rise in 
values as evidenced by these figures, tho 
assessment is practically lower than that 
of lust year. It will be remembered that 
then improvements were aBBessed at but 
50 per cent, of their actual worth in the 
opinion of the city assessor, the assess- 
ment being upon the actual amount thus 
found. By recent legislation, however, 
the procedure is reversed, improvements 
being assessed at their full value and 
taxed at 50 per cent, of the amount thus 
found.

CUIiREiNCY REFORM. 

President McKinley Asks the Attention of 
Congress to This Subject. 

Washington, July 7. — President BIc- 
Kinley called a Bpecial meeting of the 
cabinet for to-day. After a discussion 
lasting over an hour the cabinet decided 
that the President should send to con- 
gress a message recommending legisla- 
tion providing for a commission to ad- 
just the currency question of the coun- 
try. The President will ask authority 
to name nine commissioners and for an 
appropriation for the expenses of the 
commission, but will not make sugges- 
tions as to the political or other com- 
position of tho commission. Ho will 
call attention to the necessity of reform 
in the currency and national banking 
laws, and will state that in his opinion 
this reform is equally important with 
the enactment of a protective tariff law.

So enthusiastic wore the friends of the

ARRESTED FOR EMBEZZLEMENT. 

Carl Hamburger, or Seattle, Captured as He 
Boarded the Steamer for Honolulu. 

Carl Hamburger, collector for the 
Singer Sewing Machine Company at 
Seattle, waB arrested at tho outer wharf 
here last night by Detectives Perdue and 
Palmer as lie was boarding the steamer 
Warrimoo, bound for Honolulu and Aus- 
tralian portB. Tho arrest was made on 
account of a telegram received during 
the evening charging Hamburger with 
the embezzlement of money from tiie 
company in whose employ ho had been.

He answer- 
ed without tho leaBt hesitation that it 
was and when told that ho was under 
arrest Hamburger said "It's just as I 
expected." At the police station $150 
was found in his porsession. Hamburger 
acknowledged himself as guilty, and 
from his story it was gathered that he 
had taken about $700 in all. Apparently 
he had collected accounts and then failed 
to turn the money in. Hamburger has 
a wife and family at Seattle and his chief 
concern when arrested seemed to bo 
about the disgrace ho had brought upon 
them. He stated thai his intention had 
been to leave the Warrimoo at Honolulu.

A By-Law 

TO AMEND THE "REVEMIXE BY-LAW, 
'803." 



Vl7IfEItEAS, It is expedient to amend the 
T T " Revenue By-Law, 1893 " ; 
Therefore the Municipal Council of the Cor- 
poration of the City of victoria cuaets as fol- 
lows:— 

1. Section -I ol tho " Revenue By-Law, IF93," 
Is hereby amended by adding thereto, at the 
end thereof, the following words: " Provided, 
always, that no ollleer, non-commissioned 
olllcer, gunner, private, or member of anv corps 
in the Province of British Columbia, of the 
active militia force of Canada, certified by the 
Ofllcer commanding the corps to which such 
militiaman belongs or Is attached as being effic- 
ient, shall bo liable to pay such road tax." 

-. Section 12 of Schedule A of Faid by-law is 
hereby repealed, and the following enacted In 
lieu thereof : 

"12. Every person who, cither on his own 
b. half or as agent for another or others, sells, 
solicits, or lakes orders for the sale, by retail, of 
goods, wares, or merchandise to be supplied or 
furnished by any person or firm doing business 
outside of ihe municipality, f50 for every six 
mon lis." 

3. Section I I of said Schedule A Ir hereby re- 
pealed, and the followtug enacted In lieu 
thereof: 

" 11. From the proprietor, lessee, or managor 
of any theatre, concert hall, or other place of 
amusement, entertainment, or exhibition, au- 
cordlng to the seating capacity of such theatre, 
concert hall, or other place of amusement, 
entertainment, or exhibition, allowing twenty- 
two Inches for one seat, the amounts following: 

"(I.) For every such place seating nine hun- 
dred and seventy-live persona or more, ?300,00 
for one year, or 5100.C0 for threo months, or 
$50 00 for one month, or f 5.00 for ono day: Pro- 
vided, however, that no proprietor, lessee, or 
manager of any such place shall be required to 
pay, in respect of such exhibitions, sums, in 
the aggregate, greater than the sum of 150.00 
per month for each such place: 

" (2.) For every such place seating less thou 
nine hundred and seventy-five persons, the 
amounts following:— 1200 00 for ono year, or 
?75.00 for three months, or f30.()0 for ono month, 
or |S 00 for ono day : Provided, however, that 
no proprietor, lessee, or manager of any such 
last-mentioned place shall be required to pay, 
in respect of such exhibitions, sums, In tho ag- 
gregate, greater than tho sum of flOOO per 
mouth for each such place: 

" (3.) For every such place seating less than 
four hundred persons, the amounts following:— 
f 100.00 for one year, ?5O.C0 for six months, $.10.00 
for three months, or To.OO for one dty: Pro- 
vided, however, that no proprietor, lessee, or 
manager of any such lust-mentioned place shall 
bs required to pay, in respect of such exhibi- 
tions, sums, Id the aggregate greater than the 
sum of }20.00 per month lor each such place: 

"All licences Issued under tho provisions of 
this section shall be known and designated as 
■' Theatre Licences," but no llcenco shall be 
required in respect of any exhibition, concert 
or other entertainment for the benellt of any 
church, school, or hospital, or any charitable 
entertainments by any amateur dramatic as- 
sociation or literary society " 

4. Section 30 of the said Schedule A is hereby 
repealed, and the following enacted in lieu 
thereof: — 

" SO. From every person following, within the 
municipality, any trade, occupation, or calling 
not hereinbeforo enumerated, or who enters 
into or carries on any contract or agreement to 
perform any work or furnish any materials, 
?5.00 for every six months; Provided, alwaja 
that no person employed as a journeyman, or 
for wages only, and not employing any other 
person or persons, or not haviug a regular 
place of business, shall be subject to the pro- 
visions of this section." 

5. "The Revenue By-Law Amendment By-Law 
1894," is hereby repealed, and the followiug 
section is hereby substituted for tho section 
substituted by the last-mentioned by-law for 
section 7 of tho " Revenue By-Law, 1S1I3," and 
shall form part of the " Revenue By-Law 
1893":— 

"7. The procedure for enforcing sections 2 
and 3 of this by-law, and the schedulo referred 
to therein, shall be those prescribed by the 
"Municipal Clauses Act, 1S90." In all other 
cases, every person who is guilty of an infrac- 
tion of any of the provisions of this 
by-law shall, upon conviction thereof 
iu a summary manner before the 
Police Magistrate or auy Justico of the 
Piace having jurisdiction iu tho said city, be 
liable lor every such offence, and shall forfeit 
and pay a penalty not exceeding fifty dollars 
and costs; and if such penalty and costs be not 
paid forthwith, or within such period as such 
Police Magistrate "or Justice may appoint, tho 
same may be levied by distress and sale of the 
goods and chattels of the offender, and iu de- 
fault of sufficient distress the offender may be 
imprisoned, with or without hard labor, for 
any term not exceeding thirty days, unless 
such penalty and costs, including the costs of 
the committal and conveyance to the common 
gaol or lock-up house, are sooner paid." 

This By-Law may be cited as the " ' Revenue 
By Law, 1893,' Amendment By-Law, 1897."

To tiik Ebitob :— A few hacks, a score 
of men at the residence, the foothill of a 
dozen meu eouuding from the wooden 
sidewalks, three- enure men and u few 
women in the church, no sepulchral 
tones from the organ, no singing of sa- 
cred, hopeful hymns, a short reading of 
the burial service— all dead, dead, aB 
cold and lifeless as the corpse in the dis- 
mal eollhi. At the graveyard some 
twenty or thirty saw the casket lowered 
to its last reBtiiig-jilace — ashes to ashes ; 
dust to duet — all is over. This was tlio 
mockery of bonor'paid to Amor UcCos- 
mos, whom forty yearB ago, and thirty 
after, a large* section of the people of 
Victoria considered a hero, a patriot, 
who fought for the emancipation, im- 
provement, progress and welluie of the 
country, less for hiB own material inter- 
ests than for fame, honor and glory- 
even those, and they were not few, who 
disapproved of his course and opinions, 
for the most part admitted this much. 
That such a man should havecome tothiB 
alas, poor Yorick ! Such a funeral is 
neither worth living, nor dying for. 
Is honor and glory, then, a 
mere temporary public gaBeous 
emanation, like the will-o'-wisp, leav- 
ing no trace behind, only beautiful and 
deluding whilst it lasts? This is not the 
first time that a public man, a pioneer, 
who has " stood behind the gun," has 
been thus heartlessly treated ! Govern- 
ments, corporations and the public 
seem to have no hearts, no sentiment, 
no memory — callous to all but their own 
interests or affairs. 

What an example to hold up before 
the rising generation! Does it repre- 
sent them ? A T o wonder that public men 
nowadays should think of their own in- 
terests first and those of tho country last 
or not at all ; the public men are only 
the representatives of their constitu- 
ents. Doubtless there are still some who 
value honor and honesty more than the 
dollar, and it is to he hoped that the 
" brave days of old" may soon re-ap- 
pear and virtue tmiiin be in the ascend- 
ant, to render honor and respect to 
whom honor is due^-to those who have 
served their country, not necessarily 
politically, but faithfully and well.

A MATCH FOR AMERICA. 

That Is What the Japanese Consider Them- 
belves in the Mutter of Hawaii. 

San FitA.vcisco, July 7,— The steam- 
ship Australia arrived from Honolulu to- 
day with advices up to June 30. They 
are to the effect that the resident Japan- 
ese minister, Shiinamura, received in- 
structions from his government per 
steamer Peking, to make a formal pro- 
test against the annexation of the Ha- 
waiian islands to tlie United States until 
tho complications existing between Ha- 
waii and Japan have been amicably set- 
tled. A protest is to be filed with Secre- 
tary of State I Sherman by t le Japanese 
minister at Washington. 

The Japan Herald, commenting uron 
the Hawaiian situation, sityB: "The 
ominous calm which is now prevailing 
regarding the Hawaiian question is not 
difficult to interpret, and any one who 
runs may rend, notwithstanding the 
secrecy which attends the preparations 
of the Japanese government font descent 
upon the Hawaiian islands. 

"This is their aim, and unless their 
claims are met, and promises of good be- 
behavior are made rcgardim: the Sand- 
wich islands, we shall soon hear that the 
flag of Japan has replaced that of the 
present shaky republic. That the Jap- 
anese government has a just claim 
against the Hawaiian republic is beyond 
question. That the Japanese will press 
the claim there is not a doubt. Who 
will take sides with Hawaii? America? 
what will become of the Japanese popu- 
lation of the Sandwich islands, which is 
now about 25,000, of whom, say 18,000 
are men, and those men practically sol- 
diers who have been through their con- 
script in the urmy? To send over two 
or three large transports with the neces- 
sary arms, ammunition, field guns, etc., 
is the easiest thing possible. 

" With Japan's large fleet of merchant 
shins tie transports, its large coal fields 
to draw its coal supply from, backed up 
by its warships, which are now in ex 
callent repair, and booh to be augment 
ed by its formidable battleships Fuji 
Kan and Yashima Kan, and its strong 
fleet of torpedo boats, America could not 
land a man on the islands. They would 
meet the fate of the Chinese on board 
the ICowshing in the late war. There 
are only two harbors worthy of the 
name in the Sandwich islands, Hono 
lulu and Hilo, and these and any other 
landing places will be seized upon be 
fore the Americans could think of mov- 
ing, by troops which would be drawn 
from those now there as emigrants."

He has- 
his ticket to Alaska and ifd in silver— so 
he iB well content, He is a philosopher 
in his own quiet way. 

Ten days ago he landed from tho Liv- 
erpool steamer in New York city and ex- 
hibited his railway ticket and his letter 
to " f-a-a-tler." Someone put him on 
the train and sent him westward. When 
the train stopped at New Westminster 
the magic letter was again produced and 
Captain Jaegers of the R. P. Rithet took 
him in charge and delivered him into 
Steve Jones' custody, to await the Bail- 
ing of the Queen. Since then Karl haa 
been the pet and mascot of the house.

When Karl first reached Victoria, the 
big Swede who proudly acted as his in- 
terpreter advised him to leave his ticket 
and his money with Mr. Jones, to be put 
in the safe for security's sake, The 
youthful traveller thought the proposi- 
tion over very carefully. Then he com- 
promised. He would trust the house 
with the ticket he thought, but the. 
money — it wbb all of Bix dollars and — 
he didn't want to tempt any man's 
honesty. 

So the ticket wag locked up in the. 
hotel safe, and Master Karl' carefully 
concealed his funds where only he could 
locate them. 

Yesterday afternoon be started out for 
a short walk, disdaining the confinement 
of the coat that would hide his beautiful 
red shirt. His host thought that there 
waB a possibility of bis loBing himself, so 
he handed him one of the cards of the 
house, and by Eigns conveyed to him 
the information that this was 
where he belonged.

^ .4 'full court — consisting of the 
" .ait Justice, Mr, Justice McCreight and 
T Jlse. Jastice Drake— yesterday gave judg- 
ment iu the appeal of McDonald v. 
Trustees of the Metropolitan church. The 
court allowed the appeal, with costs, 
finding in favor of the plaintiff in re 
gard to the contention that the trial 
judge should have allowed certain ex 
tras to the amount of $1,100 as the result 
of the lindingB of the jury. 

Mr. Justice Drake read the following 
written judgment, the Chief Justice and 
justice McOreight concurring: 

"Tho jury find that tho plaintill under 
took the work in the pleadings accord 
ing to the plane and specifications. The 
learned judge apparently reserved for 
his consideration the meaning to be 
given to the contract, plans and specifi- 
cations, leaving the jury to ascertain 
what would be a proper amount to be 
allowed to the plaintiff in case the items 
mentioned in question 12 did not fall 
within the scope of the contract. The 
jury are not asked if they are extras, but 
what amount the plaintiff should be 
paid in respect of these claims. 

"The jury find $1,100, and the learned 
judge afterwards goes with great care 
through each item and comes to the con 
cluBion that all the items except 8 and 4 
were covered by the contract, and he 
disallows them on this ground. Whether 
he was right or wrong depends on the 
evidence that waB adduced and which 
we have not before us. The plaintiff 
appeals against this finding, and on ap 
peal the court has only to look to see i 
judgment has been entered according to 
the verdict of tho jury. In the case of 
Davis vs. Felix, 4 Ex., D. 32 — the court 
held that so long as the findings of the 
jury were unreversed an appeal would 
not lie. Here the learned judge has 
entered judgment not in accordance 
with the finding of the jury, and an ap 
peal will therefore lie. The defendants 
say that the findings of the jury are in- 
consistent and cannot be reconciled, and 
that there should be a new trial, 
rather than any alteration in the judg- 
ment as entered. 

" Now the findings of the jury which 
are said to be inconsistent are questions 

4 and 5 aB compared with questions 8 
and 12. The answers to questions 4 and 

5 find that the plans and specifications 
mentioned in the contract referred to 
the Burkholder plans and specifications 
and that they governed the plaintiff. 
On question 8 tho jury find that accord- 
ing to the evidence the air shaft was not 
part of the walls of the structure. On 
question 12 the jury find that among the 
claims. for extraB which the plaintill' 
claimed, certain items therein men- 
tioned should be paid for at the prices 
placed on them by the jury. When we 
examine the contract we find the plain- 
tiff contracts well and sufficiently to 
erect, finish and deliver the material and 
labor required in tfie erection and com- 
pletion of all Btone work required to 
build the walls of the church above the 
cut stone base couree agreeably to the 
plans and specifications. The iim 
thing that strikes one is that the work 
was limited to the walls, as shown on 
the plans. If there waB other Btone

[ation contained in the contract 
was that the plaintiff should 
provide good, proper and sufficient ma- 
terials for the completing and finishing 
all works of the said building mentioned 
in the specifications. The stipulation 
does not compel the plaintiff to do the 
other work, if any, beyond the walla but 
only provide the material. 

" The jury have found that the air flueB 
are not part of the walls; it certainly 
appenrS'to us to be a proper question for 
their consideration. If the contract had 
been to find all the labor and materials 
for all the stone work shown on the plans 
and specifications this question could not 
have arisen. The jury have also found 
that the other items in question 12 
should be paid for. There is no difficulty 
in reconciling the answers of the jury; 
the plans and specifications were to gov- 
ern the plaintiff as far as regards the 
construction of the walls of the building. 

"The learned judge prefaced the ques- 
tions to the jury by this, " subject to the 
law governing the contract and its con- 
struction tho following questions are 
submitted." The defendants should 
have objected to this preface and desired 
the judge to point out to the jury what 
the law was governing the contract and 
its construction and then havo taken the 
opinion of tho jury. This court has not 
before it the summing up of the learned 
judge or the evidence and cannot say 
whether it was correct or not. But, as 
laid down in Ogilvie vs. West Aus- 
tralian Mortgage Co., 1800 A.C. p. 200, 
the court is not empowered, when it has 
set aside certain findings of the jury 
which have been objected to, and disre- 
gard other findings which have not been 
objected to and decide upon their own 
view of the facts which it is impossible 
to reconcile with the findings. 

"Hero the learned judge has disre- 
garded the findings of the jury and has 
decided upon his own view of the facts; 
and in Iiocke v. McKerrow, 24 Q. B, D., 
404, Lord F.sher says, suppose the 
learned judge leaves the question to the 
jury and after they have answered it 
comes to the conclusion that he was 
wrong nnd enters judgment the other 
way, the proper mode of appeal is to the 
Divisional court, in other words by an 
application for a new trial or to set aBide 
the verdict. 

" We are of opinion that as long as the 
findings of the jury are standing unre- 
versed the only judgment that can be 
entered is one in accordance with find- 
ings. We therefore allow the appeal 
with costs. With regard to the costB iu 
the court below we consider that the 
plaintiff should have his costs of the 
action, except such costs as have been 
incurred in respect of those issues which 
have been found in favor of the de- 
fendants, and that the defendants should 
have these costs as well as the costs of 
the counter claim — one set of costs to be 
set off against the other and judgment 
entered for the party to whom it appears 
there is a balance coming."

A QUEER COMMISSIONER. 

Dr. Jordan Characterizes the British as 
" Knaves " in the Sealing Matter. 

Dr. Jordan, previous to sailing from 
Seattle for Alaska on the Queen, deliv- 
ered a lecture before the Young Natural- 
ists' Society, of which the Post-Intelli- 
gencer haB this notice: 

" The lecturer took up his Bubjectwith 
the first visit of the Russians to the 
Aleutian islands 150 years ago, under 
Vitus Bering. He told how they con- 
tracted scurvy from drinking salt water 
and eating salt food and how their teeth 
began to get loose and fall out, and their 
courage became as shaky as their teeth. 
From their first view of the seals Dr. 
Jordan carried his hearers down to the 
present day. He told of the habitB of 
the animals which made the depreda- 
tions of pelagic sealers imoortaut in re- 
sult. 

" Tho results of the Paris tribunal had 
been of no practical good, he Baid, be- 
cause the United States had acted in the 
matter like a -fool' and Great Britain 
like a 'knave.' He did not mean to in- 
clude all in this sweeping assertion, he 
said, as somegood work had been accom- 
plished. But, as a general proposition, 
the United States had gone into the mat- 
ter in blind confidence, while Great 
Britain had gone in to win. Between 
these two blind confidence was a poor 
equipment forsuccess. The tribunal de- 
cided that theCanadians might kill seals 
in the water and the United States on 
land. Between the destruction of females 
on the sea and males on the land, with 
the consequent starvation of pups, it was 
easy to be seen, he said, why the Heal 
herds were being thinned. Where there 
used to be 500,000 seals in the Pribylof 
islands, there was lust season less than 
200,000. 

One cause of this lay in the whole- 
sale destruction of seal pups by being 
trampled under fighting bulls. Starva- 
tion also played havoc with the 
young, as the mothers, going off 
for food, were killed and the pups 
starved. One illustration showed a 
beach black with pups trampled or 
starved to death, and Dr. Jordan said 
that last season over 10,000 dead pups 
were counted. To prevent the trampling 
of pups, Dr. Jordan said that rocks 
would be liberally distributed on the 
beaches, giving the weak ones an oppor- 
tunity to crouch out of harm's reach. 

" The lecturer devoted much time to 
the habits of the seals, their life in the 
rookeries, and their characteristics. He 
mentioned the rather unusual fact that 
the seals of the Pribyloff islands differed 
in color and characteristics from those of 
the Commander islands, or those on the 
Japanese coast. Tho latter, tie Baid, had 
darker fur and smaller heads. But all 
were fighters, and it would seem, from 
the learned man's account, that the 
bulls spent most of their time in bloody 
contests. His plan for branding female 
seals in order to destroy the value of the 
skins and thus stop pelagic sealing is 
already familiar to readers of the Post- 
Intelligencer,"

Many Citizens Interested in tie 
New Industry Shown Through 
the Premises. 



There was a continuous procession of 
people passing into the Victoria Metal- 
lurgical Works on Fort street yesterday 
afternoon, when for . the first time the 
machinery was set to work on the ore 
received during the last few days pre- 
paratory to the beginning of active 
operations. Mr. W. J. R. Cowell and 
his assistants had their hands full in 
attending to the many visitors, but 
found time to courteously explain every 
thing and show people just "how the 
wheels go round" and the precious 
metal is saved on the plates and the 
rest of the ore concentrated. 

Tho works have a capacity of twenty 
tons a day and the first lot put through 
yesterday was ten tons from the Victoria 
Texada mines. By the way a shipment 
of ten tons came from the Victoria- 
Texada yesterday, some of the magnifi- 
cent ore, with splotches of gold Bpread 
over it, being on view in the windows of 
A. W. More & Co. 

The ore on delivery at the works is 
lifted to the upper lloor by an electric 
hoist. On this floor iB the Blake crusher, 
whose Bteel jawB can chew the ore into 
small pieces at the rate of 75 tonB a day. 
From the crusher the ore goes into tho 
bins, which by automatic feeders pass to 
the Btatnp mill which has a battery of 
from S50 pounds stamps with 100 drops 
a minute. This powders the ore up 
very finely and mixed with the water 
that runs through the pulp, it is then 
passed out of the triple discharge duplex 
mill and flows over tho amalgamation 
plates where what gold is not saved goes 
with the concentrates over tho concen- 
trators. One of these concentrators is 
a Hendy Porbun with a side cradle 
motion, the other is a Triumph with a 
side shake. From this tho concentrates 
go into the concentrate troughs and the 
slime or trailings flows out through a 
drain into a settling vat. This mill which 
as already said has a capacity af 20 tons 
a day is, Mr. Cowell states, exactly the 
same aa tho mill now in use at the Bald 
Eagle mine in Alaska. In connection 
with the works are tho rooms where the 
assaying and analytical work is done, 
with furnace room, laboratory, a retort- 
ing room, crushing room balance room, 
where the fine scales for weighing are 
kept, and general offices. 

Of course it is necessary to make fre- 
quent testings of the ore in the various 
stages of the process through which it 
passes and it|is therefore needful to have 
the assaying department complete. By 
the present method of milling Mr. 
Cowell claims that ore not having over 
twelve per cent, of lead can have the 
gold extracted and the lead concentrated. 
Ab to copper ore carrying gold the cop- 
per does not interfere with the process 
at all. To treat sulphurets ores, Mr. 
Cowell is going to put in a chlorination 
plant with a capacity of two tons a day 
and besides this people can send small 
lots to be Bainpled and tested aa to the 
best methods of treating whether by 
chlorination, cyanide, smelting or other 
process. 

The successful operation of the Vic- 
toria Metallurgical Works mean much 
for Victoria, for it will give the coast 
mines of the province, especially those 
near by, a speedy means of having com- 
mercial mill tests of the ore. Mr. 
Cowell has also in view the establish- 
ment of a sampling works where ore 
can be delivered, tested and purchased 
at once. One smelter has offered to 
practically take all the ore that can bo 
secured this way, ami that would cer- 
tainly bo a highly satisfactory thing not 
only for the mine owners but for Vic- 
toria. 

The power by which the machinery i- 
run is furnished by two l'J'.j horse 
power motors, the current being taken 
from the tramway line.
